A SUBPICIOUS vnownmokr NOTE Cask. 

His Lordship deliverod judgment in o 
suit brought by Cheng Iu Ting, proprietor 
of tho Kwan Yuen. sugar shop, againat 
Chan Yam, compradore to Messrs Gilman 
and Co., and Ma Puk To, broker, to re- 
cover. $2,400 alleged to have been lent on 
promissury notes, with arrears of intorest, 

he claim was on three separate promissory 
Notes—one for $900, one for $800, and ony 
for 3600, _ 

Mr J. F. Reoce appeared for tho plaintiff, 
and Mr J. J. Francis, Q.C, inatructed by 
Mr Demnyg, for tho first defendant and by 
Mr Wilkinson for the second dufendant. 

Evidence was Jed on the 14th and 1oth 
inst., and the avidence in the three suits 
was, by arrangement, heard together. 

His Lordahtp set forth the allegations of 
the plaintiff with regard to the whole of the 
transsctions on the promissory notes. Tha 
concluding pertionof the judgment was aa 
follows :—-The defence was an absolute 
donial of all liability, and an alleyation that. 
the three notes were forgeries, It was ad=] 
mitted, however, that thers had been two 
trangnctions for $500 and $500 between the 
partics, in which tho plaintiff was the len- 
der and the second defendant tho guaran- 
tor, but that thesa auma and all interest on 
them had been pnid off. According to tho 
defendant's story, the $600 loan was made 
in September, 1895, and was paid off in 
March, 1896, and the’ first defendant 
atatod that ho received the promisaory 
note and destroyed it. The $3400 loan 
was said to have been made on Juno 
2, 1806, and the first’ defendant ae- 
counts for the note bein, in his favour by 
tha fact that ho lont thy second defendant 
$200 to pay off the $500, and so the note 
came inte his hands. Hostates that tho note 
is in second dofendant’s writing and signed 
Ly him, and that he (tho first dofondant) 
signed as guarantor, and hoe denies that ho 
evor had any othor transactions with the 
plaintiff or that ho ‘evér signed the notes 
sued upon. This avidenco iy corroborated 
by the second defondant, who states that 
ho paid ‘off tha notes for $600 and $500 
in March, 1896, and on January 29, 1897, 
respectively. He denies all the other loans 
testified to by the plaintiff, and states that 
the signatures on the documenta rued on 
ara not his. «Ho also denies that the letters 


of January 7-and 25, 1807, were written at |. 


his. instigation. . It will he remembered 
that in all the carlier promissory notes the 
first defendant is alleged to.have signed aa 
Chan Pak Shang, but that in the threa in 
question he appears tu have sigued as Chan 
‘am, and tho plaintiff explained, as J have 
stated before, why this was done. With 
reference to this character ‘ Yam,’ hawever, 
the first dofendant stated that he never 
used this character as written on the pro- 
missory notes sued on, und ho wrote down 
the charactor as he usod.it, which is a total- 
ly different ono ; and in support of thia 
contention he produced his assessment ro- 
turn ‘and bis onnual pass and a bond, 
in all of which is name appears, and 
in which the character ‘Yam’ agroos with 
the charactor as written by him and not 
with the character on tha promissory notes 
in question, It 1 suggested by Mr 
Francis that tho plaintiff foll into this mis- 
take by the fact that whon the registor at 
tha Land Office was inspected the signature 
of Chan Yam was found: to bo writton in 
English, and so he had no clue as to what 
‘Chinaso character the first defondsnt used 
himself. If this is so, it goca far to prove 
tha dofendants’ caso. That ia practically 
the avidénee on which I huve w base my 
‘decision. Ibis clear that one. party or the 
other is lying, and the diffioulty of coming 
toa conclusion is enhanced by the fact 
that it is practically the plaintiff's evid- 
ence alone against that of the defen. 
dants’ aloue. It is, of course, for the 
laintiff to malo out “his case, and 
in an ordinary way his evidence, supported 
by'a promissory agte or notes and entries 
in’his books, would bo sufficiont as against 
a simple denial. In this suit, howaver, 
there aro a number of suspicious citcum- 
stances which militate against the credit to 
ba given to the plaintiff's Version. In‘ the 
firet place, the books are very badly kept, 
and although I have admitted them as 
evidence yet the support thay give tu the 
plaintiff is of a somewhat slender descrip. 
tiun. So far os this case is concerned, 
they can hardly ba described as having 
been kept in the ordinary course of. busi- 
ness (viz., that of monoy-lending) for the 
reason that I have givon before.
